EXPLORER LOST IN 


YELLOWSTONE PARK 


(By United Presa)* 
Centerville, la., Aug. 
IX. -Iowa” ’s 
"m urder block” ”, in the Italian resi­ 
dence district in this little town bi 
seven thousand, has seen twenty-onv* 
tragic deaths in the last fifteen years. 
Beautiful young Italian girls have 
been 
th *"loreleis"<hut caused 
eight 
of the murders in the lethal area, and 
eight young suitors lie in a nearby 
graveyard. 
The mood of killing has hung heavy 
over the spot. 
Most of the murders 
have been erstwhile friends of the vie 
Urns, turned traitor to friendship by 
greed, 
passion, 
jealously 
and 
th* 
greeneyed god of envy. 
Camilla Russo, pretty school girl 
who broke into newspaper headlines 
a year ago, slew her man in the fatal 
district. 
She lives on a corner near­ 
by. 
The last crime was three months ago 
when a Mexican laborer, refused credit 
by an 
Italian cream peddler, shod 
and killed the peddler as he was driv­ 
ing across the street intersection. 
Three of the deaths resulted from 
shooting duels 
following argumenta 
over "honor”. 
One man was 
found 
dead in the street, pockets ransacked 
and a pick run through his back, sev­ 
eral years ago. 
Two Italians, pals for 
years, met with thirty-eight caUibre 
automatics one sultry afternoon and 
shot it out. 
Both were killed. 
One Italian, unidentified, was found 
lying across the crossing with his 
throat cut. 
There were whispers of 
a vendetta. 
Four of the slayings re­ 
sulted from drunken debauches, when 
knives and revolvers were too easily 
available. 
The “ hoodoo black’* is avoided by 
Centerville 
citizens. 
Delivery 
boys 
will travel four or five blocks to avoid 
the spot. 
A local photographer refused to take 
a picture of the street. 
“ I don’t think 
it would be advisable,” he said.

The present em­ 
bargo expires Aug. 27. and a resolu­ 
tion to extend it has been Introduced 
in addition to the provision for a 
three-year 
embargo 
in 
conne< lion 
with the tarlfl bill. 
It Is well known that the admin­ 
istration is deeply concerned in this 
legislation, believing that protection 
of the potential gas and explosive fac­ 
tories of this country against German 
competition is essential before It en­ 
ters the forthcoming conference on 
disarmament. 
Ironclad arrangements 
have been made by ult other countries 
to prevent Germany ever getting the 
upper hand again by monopolizing the 
manufacture of dyes. 
The importance 
of protecting an industry that is es­ 
sential to the safety of the country In 
the event of future wars is fully real­ 
ised by President Harding. 
High duties are proposed on dye 
stuns, but It is claimed no tariff will 
meet the problem, as it is known that 
German dye interests have supplies 
piled up in their ports ready to ship 
to America the moment the embargo 
expires. 
The 
market 
would 
bo 
swamped and the American manufac­ 
turer driven out of business lf all 
these 
dyes 
are 
dumped 
into 
th® 
United States. The German govern­ 
ment will make good the losses of 
lier exporters with u view to con­ 
trolling tho dye industry again. It Is 
therefore apparent that the only way 
the American dye Industry can be 
saved Is by an embargo that wil 
give domestic producers time to bulb 
up a business that will withstand cut

It is well knowm that the adm in­ 
istration is deeply concerned in this 
legislation, believing that protection 
of the potential gas and explosive fac­ 
tories of this country against German 
competition is essential before it en­ 
ters the forthcoming conference on 
disarm ament. 
Ironclad arrangem ents 
have been made by all other countries 
to prevent Germany ever getting the 
upper hand again by monopolising the 
m anufacture of dyes. 
The importance 
of protecting an industry that is es­ 
sential to the safety of the country in 
the event of future wars is fully real­ 
ized by President Harding. 
High duties are proposed on dye 
stuffs, hut it is claimed no tariff will 
meet the problem, as it is known that 
German dye intereels have supplies 
piled up in their ports ready to ship 
to America the moment the em bargo 
expires.
